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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 1/13/10, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1- 
4, 6-8 and 23-26 under Mault have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a 
new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Krichen et al (US 6,250,309). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-4, 6-8 and 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Krichen et al (US 6,250,309). 

Krichen et al disclose an implantable medical device which works with standard 
communications modules, such as a transmission control protocol/internet protocol 
(TCP/IP) module, located at both the location of the implantable medical device and at 
the remote location. Thus, the implantable medical device is enabled to transfer desired 
information about the implantable medical device over a communication module to a 
remote location via an internet connection. Thompson et al (US 5,800,465) which is 
incorporated by reference in its entirety teaches hemodynamic monitoring comprising a 
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Doppler detector may be employed in addition to an electrical electrode pair 140,141 for 
sensing pressure waves resulting from a cardiac chamber contraction. 

Remote database 326 can be located on the same system as IMD 10, 
programmer 200, and local computer 256, or can be located on a different system, such 
as a remote hospital system or a physician's system. Krichen et al teach one example 
of a remote database 326 is an electronic patient record database. Such a database 
provides a viewable summary display page of retrieved data via a web server portal 
interface; wherein the portal interface provides access to a plurality of pages segregated 
between public and private pages. A physician section operating on both the public and 
the private pages, a public section operating only on the public pages, and a patient 
section operating on both the public and the private pages are inherent segmentations 
in which XML allows for various information, such as text, tables, and graphs, to be 
transmitted over the worldwide web via an internet or other connection to a remote 
location. The information at the remote location can then be manipulated as necessary, 
such as through storage of the information or through the generation of a report utilizing 
the information, wherein a summary display shows trends in retrieved data which 
include the cardiac pressure trend data from the contraction pressure waves.
